WASHINGTON, D.C. (RNS)—Ministers would be able to make voluntary 
agreements with their churches to treat them as employees for Social Securi- 
ty purposes under a bill pending before a Senate committee here. 

The 1954 Social Security Act classifies clergymen as “self-employed.” 
Congress decided that to treat them as employees — involve a situa-

janitors.’’. ‘e 

Clergymen are not currently required to be under Social Security. They 
may elect: the eventual benefits but are excluded from entering once they 
decide’ to stay out. A bill before the House of Representatives would allow 
clergymen to change their minds. 


The -Pell bill’: would make it possible for a minister to pay only the em- 


* ployee’s part of the tax, with his congregation (or school ‘or hospital if he 
is a teacher or chaplain) paying the employer's part. 

It passed by Congress,-the measure would be optional. It is awaiting the 
‘attention of the Senate Committee on Finance.

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Baptist Leaders Probe Meaning 


Of Portugal’s ‘Liberty’ Law a 


LISBON (RNS) — Baptist leaders 
are attempting to interpret the mean- 
ing of Portugal's new religious liber- 
ty law to evangelicals of this pre- 
dominantly Catholic country, and to 
Baptists in particular. 


The law, approved July 26 by the 
National Assembly, guarantees relig- 
fous freedom to all ‘‘state - recogniz- 
ed” religions in Portugal. 


Baptist leaders are concerned that” 
the government seems prepared. to™ 


give official recognition’ to ‘“‘confes- 
sions,” or denominations, but is hesi- 
tant to recognize independent Baptist 
churches. : 

“J am sure we can apply for and 
obtain official recognition for the Por- 
tuguese Baptist Convention, and I 
suppose ‘the’ individual churches will 
have to come under the ‘umbrella’ un- 
til this point is cleared up;”” observed 
Lester C; Bell, fraternal representa- 
tive to the Baptists of Portugal for the 
(U,S.) Southern Baptist ‘Convention's 
Foreign Mission Board. > 

He said the new law mainly “‘trans- 
lated inte “definite tegal tiguts <ensd 
standings what’ was previously only 
‘toleration’ '’ of Protestants and other 
non - Catholic groups. 

“Keeping in mind the honest inten- 
tion of the goverriment,” Mr. Bell 
said, “it is hoped that‘even this (rec-

ognition of the local, autonomous 
church) will find a satisfactory solu- 
tion.”” 

Daniel Almada, a lawyer and mem- 
ber of a Baptist church in Lisbon, 
said one of thé fundamental aspects 
of the new taw is the “reaffirmation 
that the state does not have. an offic- 
ial religion and that its relations with 
the various religious confessions are 
based on the regime of separation.” 

He said the law also aimed at ‘‘de- 
finite correction of thé deficiencies in 
treatment to which the non - Catholic 
confessions had been subjected." 
About 97 per cent of the Portuguese 
are Catholic.

New Social Security Election 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (RNS)—Cler- 
gymen who elected not to participate 
in the Social Security program. would 
be able to change their minds under a 
bill introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives.. : 


Under the Self-Employment Con- 
tributions Act of 1954, presently gov- 
erning this matter, a minister, mem- 
ber of a_religious order, or.Christian 
Science practitioner would not be elig- 
ible for participation in the old-age, 
survivors, and disability insurance 
program once he chose to stay out. 

The bill, submitted by. Rep. Edwin 
B. Forsythe (R-N.J.) would amend 
the act so that the original decision 
not to. participate could be revoked at 
any. time. 

A spokesmen for the congressman 
told Religious News Service this mat- 
ter was brought to the Quaker law- 
maker’s attention by a Lutheran 
church in his (Sixth) District, which

indicated their pastor before coming 
to that church had exempted himself 
from the Social Security program be- 
cause he couldn't afford to pay both 
the employer’s and employee's share 
of the Social Security tax. Z 

Since. he was able to afford the’tax — 
payments in his néw parish, the con- 
gregation requested assistance from 
Rep. Forsythe in making it possible 
for the clergyman to get into the pro- 
gram. 

Under the bill, a clergyman could 
make Nis coverage under Social Se>-* 
curity effective beinning with any pri- 
or taxable year by paying the re- 
quisite back taxes. ; 

The bill has been referred to the 
House Ways and Means Committee, 
whose chairman is Rep. Wilbur D. 
Mills (D.-Ark.). Interested clergymen

committee by writing Rep. Mills, the 
congressman’s spokesman said.
